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WINES 



WINE INFORMATION 


Wines are listed under five categories, according to the way 
they are used. 

1. Appetizer Wines—serve chilled before meals. 

2. Dessert Wines—range from sweet to very sweet and are 
usually served at room temperature with dessert. 

3. Red Table Wines—range from dry to medium dry and are 
most suitable when served at room temperature with red 
meat or game. 

4. White Table Wines—vary from dry to sweet. Dry types are 
best served with seafood and white meats, and the sweet 
with dessert. Serve chilled. 

5. Sparkling and Bubbling Wines—are suitable for serving 
before or during a meal. They should be chilled. 

The question of which wines are best to serve with different 
foods is difficult to answer since it depends on individual 
taste or preference. The above suggestions are only a 
guide. 

Sweetness or lack of sweetness for each wine is indicated 
by an index number after the name. (1) denotes a dry wine, 
with each higher number through to (20) indicating increasing 
degrees of sweetness. 

Generally speaking Sparkling and Table Wines contain 
less than 14% Alcohol by volume, and will not keep after being 
opened. 

Appetizer and Dessert Wines contain more than 14% 
Alcohol by volume and keep quite well after being opened. 

Wines should be stored in a cool (55°), dry cellar. Table 
Wine sealed with a cork should be placed flat on the shelf to 
keep the cork damp, and prevent the contents from spoiling. 

Eventually most wines deposit a sediment which is formed 
during the natural process of aging. To serve such wines, pour 
carefully after the sediment has settled.

SPECIAL PERMITS 

The following types of Special Permits are issued under 
The Liquor Control Act, 1958: 

(1) Special Permits for— 

(a) Physicians, Druggists, Dentists, and 
Veterinarians. 

(b) Persons engaged in Manufacturing, Mechanical, 
or Scientific pursuits. 

(c) Persons in charge of Hospitals, Sanatoriums, or 
Homes for Aged People. 

(d) Ministers of the Gospel for Sacramental and 
Mass Wines only. 

(2) Special Permits (ordinary and resale) authorizing 
the service and consumption of liquor at social 
functions held in suitable premises where the appli¬ 
cant is qualified to obtain a Permit. 
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SPECIAL PERMITS, ORDINARY AND RESALE 

The following conditions, in addition to those stated on 

the Permit, shall apply to all Special Permit functions:— 

(a) A Police Officer or a person designated by the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board shall be at liberty to enter the 
premises described on the Special Permit one hour prior 
to the hours specified on the Special Permit, during the 
hours specified on the Special Permit, and for one hour 
following the hours specified on the Special Permit. The 
Permit shall be posted in a prominent place. 

(b) The term “liquor” includes any alcoholic, spirituous, 
vinous, fermented, malt or other intoxicating liquor, beer 
and wine. 

(c) During the hours authorized in the Special Permit no 
liquor, other than the liquor, wine or beer authorized 
and purchased under the terms of the Special Permit may 
be permitted on or consumed on the premises described 
in the application. 

(d) No liquor may be sold either directly or indirectly except 
by an organization and then only as provided and author¬ 
ized under the terms of a Resale Special Permit. 

(e) The cost of liquor, wine or beer shall not be recovered 
through general admission ticket price. If liquor is to be 
sold, its sale price shall not be included in the general 
admission ticket price—the purchaser must either pay 
cash for same or purchase separate tickets therefor at the 
sale price authorized by the Permit. 

(f) The premises or part of the premises in which the function 
is to be held shall be reserved solely for the use of the 
Permittee and the invited guests. The general public shall 
be excluded. Any advertisement which may be made in 
connection with this function shall contain no reference 
directly or indirectly to the fact that liquor, wine or beer 
will be served or sold. No advertisement concerning the 
function may be published without the approval of the 
Board. 
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(g) No person under the age of twenty-one years and no 
interdict or person disqualified under the Act from con 
suming liquor, shall have, be served, or be permitted to 
consume liquor at this function. 

(h) No gambling, drunkenness, or disorderly conduct shall be 
permitted on the premises described in the Special Permit 
during the periods described in clause (a) above. 

(i) Storage and removal of liquor, wine or beer purchased on 
the Special Permit shall comply with the Regulations. 
(See reverse side of the Special Permit.) 

(j) Keg beer shall not be supplied on a Resale Special Permit. 

NOTE: Application for refund for keg beer purchased on a 
Special Permit may only be made when: 

(1) The keg is unopened. 

(2) The return is made immediately. 

(3) The goods on examination are found to be in satis¬ 
factory condition. Note: this may entail examination 
of beer at a Board Warehouse at the expense of the 
permittee. 

(k) Resale Permits may be only issued to a recognized asso¬ 
ciation or organization. 


Bonspiels 

Special Permits are authorized only in connection with a 
banquet, luncheon, reception, presentation of prizes or similar 
social function in conjunction with a bonspiel or other sporting 
event. 


Hours 

A permit may be issued for a period of 5 hours permitting 
the service of liquor for 4 J /2 hours with a thirty-minute 
tolerance period thereafter in which liquor served during the 
permitted time may be consumed. All permits expire at 
Midnight on a Saturday but may be extended until 1:00 a.m. 
the following morning on a weekday. 
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BEER KEGS—DEPOSITS 

When kegs of beer are purchased, the following deposits 
are required:

The full amount of the deposit will be refunded when the 
Kegs and Pumps are returned in good condition. 

EMPTY BARRELS 

Empty wooden wine barrels are sometimes available. You 
can get information about purchasing them from your local 
Store Manager, or from the Alberta Liquor Warehouses at 
Edmonton or Calgary. 

They are sold for $3.00 each F.O.B. warehouses Edmonton 
cr Calgary in 40-gallon or 65-gallon capacity (approximately). 

MAIL ORDERS 

(1) General 

When ordering by mail, customers should send a signed 
order, stating Brand, Price List number and quantity required 
to the closest Mail Order store—see list below. 

As shipment cannot be made until payment has been 
received, a remittance to cover should be sent with the order. 
Remittances should be made by Certified Cheque or Money 
Order—stamps and uncertified cheques cannot be accepted.

In the event of overpayment, the 
order will be filled and a money order for the balance, less 
expenses, mailed to the customer at his given address.
